The coinage of the silver 3 cent and 


copper 2 eent .pieces was discontinued 
by the Coinage act of 1873, and that of 
the silver 20 cent piece by the act of 
May 2,1878. Under the provisions ot 
tbe act of Jnne 9,1879, providing for 
the exchange of subsidiary coins for 
lawful money of the United Stales, the 
eoina above mentioned are being re- 
deemed at the Sub-Treasury offices, and 
when received are again paid out. 
There is a large amount now accumula- 
ted in tbe Treasury, bat there in not at 
present any appropriation available 
Iron which to pay the loss on iti re- 
coiuge.

of the 3,837,508 immigrants arriving in

The out- 
ward bound trains on both the Alton and 
Wabnb. last evening, carried two or 
three extra sleeping car*, so heavy were 
the departures for St. Louis and Kansas 
City. No meeting of the presidents has 
as yet been called, and the Immediate 
outlook for a cessation of hostilities and 
a restoration of rates is not assuring to 
such ai arc interested.
